TWIN FALLS - The county hospital's 
- budget will be slightly larger fdr the coming 
fiscal year, with the bulk of the increase 
attributed to the new cancer treatment 
center. 

Center’s board of directors on Monday 
approved a $38.6 million budget for fiscal 


year 1990 which bc^ns Oct. 1, 1969. 

All members approved the budget, except 
DonaldSipIon, who abstained. 

'Die budget will now bo sent to the county 
-commissiohers, who will hold jiublic ' 
hearings in August. The commissioners 
must decide on final approval in 
September. 

The budgdi, up from miiaon in tiscal 
year 19^, reflects a $600,900 increase in 
salaries and benefits, and about $5 million 


more in operating exponses relatod to 
delayed construction of the cancer 
treataent center. 

The center is scheduled to open in May, 
two months later than originally-planned.- 
Hospital administrators received a report 
Monday on the status of the project. 

Project manager Jim Slabaugh said eight
